SAVANNAH, tia., February 20.—Thia 


ki»s been the moat exciting night in the 
history ot Savannah. For five houra 
the city has trembled on the verge of 
riots. The entire military force of the 
city except the artillery has been on 
duty. There are ton infantry companies 
and the Georgia Huzzars, the latter be- 
ing dismounted. A mob estimated at 
from 3000 to 5000, the greatest part be- 
ing Catholics, has challenged their for- 
bearance to the extreme. But for the 
coolness of Mayor Meyers and the 
offi- 


cers commanding the 
troops, hi od 


might have been shed. Bayonet charges 
were made several times to clear the 
streets, but tho mob which had gathered 
about Masonic Temple, one of the prom- 
inent buildings of tho city and situated 
in the heart of tiavauuah, stubbornly re- 
fused to retire. 


For three days it had been apparent 


that trouble was brewing. The city had 
been 'liberally placarded with notices 
that. ox-Priest Slattory and his wife, do- 
scribud as an ex-nun, would Uicturo 
hero on Catholicism. Members of tlio 
Ancient Order of Hibernians took steps 
to prevent their appearance here. Peti- 
tions 
were 
circulated asking Mayor 


Meyers to refuse permission to this ex- 
priest to hold his lectures. The petition 
mud that if Slatiory were allowed to 
speak there would bo disorder and riot. 
About 500 persona signed tho petition. 
When it was prudeittml to the Mayor by 
•v committee ol IDOCatliolius, including 
the presidents of two divisions of the 
Vncibiit Order ot Hibernians, he handed 
,hom a written opinion of the corpora- 
,1011 attorney to the effect that he, us 
nayor, had no power to stop tho right 
of speech guaranteed hy tlio constitu- 
ion of

f tliOBi! who were offended by Shittory's

With another of the Kegister'a con- 


clusions, however, we arc compelled to 
disagree. That naper is of the opinion 
that ranch of tho difficulty is due to lack 
ot time, nnd it therefore mokes an ap- 
peal for 100-day sessions of the legisla- 
ture. 
Judging tho legislative bodies 


merely by their own actions, it is lair to 
presume that they are not troubled by 
lack o! time. They have been in session 
Blty days, and of that time a week has 
been devoted to adjournments, once lor 
a ball and again because George Wash- 
ington was born.
